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Students for Justice in Palestine among other student groups held an all-day event on Thursday to advocate for political education and solidarity.

In conjunction with five other cam- 
pus organizations, Students for Jus- 
tice for Palestine held “All Day Out 
for Gaza,” an 18-hour event that took 
place on Thursday in solidarity with 
Palestine. 

Participants in Thursday’s event 
called on Cal State Fullerton to divest 


any investments from Israel. With the 
on-going concerns students have here, 
people are working to educate, call 
for peace and support the Palestinian 
community. 

“We really just wanted to be inten- 
tional with the whole event,” said an 
SJP representative who asked to re- 
main anonymous for security reasons. 
“T think the whole point of it was to 
raise awareness about what’s going 
on in Palestine and then also raising 
funds for Gaza, for families in Gaza 


and | think we really were able to exe- 
cute it fairly well.” 

They added that the evening solidar- 
ity discussion was one of the event’s 
most important activities because it 
allowed members of all participating 
clubs to voice support for the cause. 

The university released a statement 
to students on Thursday afternoon re- 
garding CSUF’s investments. 

“Concerns have been raised from 
our campus community about wheth- 
er the university’s investments are 


ASI backs undocumented student employment

Associated Students leaders are 
working with the Titan Dreamers Re- 
source Center to provide employment 
opportunities for undocumented stu- 
dents. 

ASI passed a resolution last month 
advocating for undocumented student 
employment on campus, adding that 
they will also work to inform campus 
partners of the California Dream Act 
Service Grant Program, which is a 
grant program designated to fund un- 
documented student jobs on campus. 

“There exists a critical need to en- 
sure equitable access to employment 
opportunities for these students,” the 
resolution reads. “ASI remains com- 
mitted to supporting students from 
diverse backgrounds.” 

The resolution also supported the 
collaboration between ASI and cam- 
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pus resource centers to provide train- 
ing about how to be better allies to 
undocumented students and called on 
the division of student affairs to hold 
events at the beginning of each semes- 
ter to promote resources for undocu- 
mented students. 

After the passing of the resolution, 
Diversity Initiatives & Resource Cen- 
ters Director Yvania Garcia-Pusateri 
said that the resource center is work- 
ing with ASI to create partnerships 
and continue undocumented ally 
training not only through the Titan 
Dreamers Resource Center, but also 
through DIRC as a whole. 

“Our new AVP, Dr. Cecil Chik is 
working with ASI staff to determine 
support for training and additional 
partnerships with not just TDRC, but 
also, DIRC,” Garcia-Pusateri said in 
an email to the Daily Titan. 

The Titan Dreamers Resource Cen- 
ter does not currently have a coordi- 
nator to comment on the resolution 


but Garcia-Pusateri said there are 
on-campus interviews taking place to 
fill the position. 

According to ASI Board of Direc- 
tors College of Health and Human 
Development representative Andrea 
Ramirez, an undocumented student 
has been given an employment oppor- 
tunity within ASI since the resolution 
has passed. 

“We actually just recently had a 
student from that community apply to 
work within ASI and they were given 
the employment opportunity, which 
I was really excited about,” Ramirez 
said. “Our biggest thing was even if 
there's a grant that students can apply 
for, so they would essentially be paid 
by financial aid or through the state 
and they're given, like, a stipend.” 

Ramirez co-sponsored the reso- 
lution along with board of directors 
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supporting the war in Gaza,’ wrote 
Alexander Porter, vice president of 
administration and finance, in an 
email sent to students Thursday. “Cal 
State Fullerton has no direct invest- 
ments in companies that endorse or 
support the war.” 

Porter added that the Cal State Uni- 
versity decision to take no action is in 
“alignment” with the school’s philos- 


ophy.

ASI and 
Athletics alter 
agreement

Associated Students will now 
receive compensation from Titan 
Athletics directly for accounting 
services, effectively amending the 
agreement between the two parties 
that began in 2022. 

Previously, ASI provided ac- 
counting services to Athletics and 
was compensated by the univer- 
sity. Credit the university gave 
ASI at this time is estimated to be 
around $400,000 annually. Addi- 
tionally, ASI provided accounting 
services for things such as ven- 
dor payments, travel and athletic 
scholarships. 

ASI Executive Director Dave 
Edwards and Athletics Direc- 
tor Jim Donovan are currently in 
the negotiation process to decide 
which parts of the accounting ser- 
vices ASI will continue to provide 
and how much Athletics will pay 
ASI. The other accounting ser- 
vices will be completed by the 
division of administration and fi- 
nance, Donovan said. 

“We're looking at data right 
now, and prior history of spending, 
and trying to determine what’s the 
best, the most financially viable 
approach forward,” Edwards said. 

ASI will charge Athletics a 7% 
overhead charge for the services. 

Donovan said that the deal has 
been agreed to in principle and he 
hopes to reach an official agree- 
ment before July when the 2024-25 
fiscal year begins.

The event hosted by SJP kicked off 
at 4:45 a.m. with “fajr,”’ the first of 
several prayers observed throughout 
the day. 

Chant-learning, Palestine histo- 
ry and art-oriented activities were 
practiced during the event, led by a 
“know your rights” workshop hosted 
by guest speakers Ameena Qazi and 
Shaheen Nassar, a social justice law- 
yer and activist. 

Co-organizers of the event include 
CSUF’s Muslim Student Association, 
Black Student Union, Afghan Student 
Association, East African Student As- 
sociation and Southwest Asian and 
North African Student Services. 

The all-day event culminated in a 
protest-march that roved throughout 
campus with a significant following, 
shouting chants and waving pro-Pal- 
estine materials. 

“The fight doesn’t stop here. The se- 


mester’s ending, yes, but that doesn’t 
mean the genocide in Palestine is end- 
ing,” said the SJP representative. “The 
stuff that the Palestinians have had to 
deal with for over 75 years, that’s not 
ending either. It’s not going to end un- 
til we keep pushing for the liberation 
of the Palestinian people.” 

The event concluded with a vigil to 
acknowledge those killed in the con- 
flict, bolstered with candles, signs and 
blood-soaked clothing. 

The day prior, another multi-club 
demonstration in support of divest- 
ment was held in the central quad just 
days after another student-led protest 
drummed across campus, highlighting 
enduring sentiments as the semester 
comes to a close but outcry persists. 

The demonstration was organized 
by the university’s Young Demo- 
cratic Socialists of America chapter, 
Grupo de Teatro en Espajiol — a Lati- 
no-oriented theater club — and LatinX 
Scholars of CSUF. 

Wednesday’s event mirrored the 


demonstration held by SJP last week, 
beginning between Pollak Library and 
McCarthy Hall and becoming a march 
that traveled to College Park where 
the office of CSUF Interim President 


Sylvia Alva resides. 


The Palestinian justice organiza- 
tion was not involved in this event 
and attendee turnout was significant- 
ly smaller, garnering around a dozen 
participants. Because of this, dem- 
onstrators did not enter Langsdorf 
Hall, where the Division of Student 
Affairs offices are located, as initially

Dreamers: ASI commits to hiring undocumented students 
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representative Nicholas Furtado and 
worked to get it approved for three 
weeks before it passed. The ASI 
governance committee proposed the 
resolution after learning about Long 
Beach State’s undocumented student 
employment opportunities on their 
campus. 

Rafael Gonzalez, an undocumented 
third-year cinema and television arts 
major, said that he was previously un- 
aware of this grant program and that 
receiving a campus job from the grant 
would make school a lot more man- 
ageable. 

“Being able to apply for a job here 


and possibly receive one, it would 
make it so much easier to be able to 
manage life as a college student and 
also as a worker,” Gonzalez said. 

The resolution also states ASI’s 
urging of state representatives to pass 
State Assembly Bill 2586, which 
would prohibit a California State Uni- 
versity, University of California or 
California community college from 
disqualifying undocumented students 
from being hired for on-campus posi- 
tions based on their ability to provide 
federal work authorization forms. 

“I'm just happy to have any type 
of support from the school back and 
not saying that they didn’t in the first 
place, but just like, as a way to get 


jobs,” Gonzalez said. “I’m so glad 
that it passed because it means that so 
many other people that have struggled 
financially going to school, it might 
be a relief for them to live to be able 


to work here.” 


AB 2586 was introduced on May 1 
before being referred to suspense file.

Finance: ASI to continue

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Cal State Fullerton vice president 
of administration and finance Alex 
Porter initially informed ASI in Feb- 
ruary that they could no longer use the 
EO1000, a way to reconcile compen- 
sation for services between the uni- 
versity and its auxiliary organizations, 
to calculate the funding. 

“From my position, I do not make 
any determinations on how the pro- 
grammatic budget is allocated and 
spent,” Porter said in an email to the 
Daily Titan. “My role is to ensure 
proper fiscal use and management of 
the allocated funds.” 

Additionally, Donovan said another 
reason for this development is because 
ASI no longer manages Instructional- 
ly Related Activity funds, a change 
that occurred last year. 

“IRA is moving over to stateside, so 
we'll be running stuff through VP of 
Admin and Finances to pay bills that 
in the past have been paid for by ASI 
on our behalf,’ Donovan said. 

Donovan said there are some ways 
where it’s still necessary for Athletics 
to work with an auxiliary such as ASI 
because in some coaches’ contracts, 
they will receive a bonus from an aux- 
iliary organization. 


accounting services 
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ASI executive director Dave Edwards is negotiating with Athletics officials. 


One effect is that coaches are be- 
ginning to use different forms to track 
spending, which is something that 
Donovan said they did not like. 

“It’s just teaching them “You don’t 
use this form, you use this form.’ It’s 
not that we’re doing anything all that 
different, it’s just we’re changing how 
the form looks versus what they were 
doing,” said Sara Perry, assistant ath- 
letics director and chief financial of- 
ficer. 

According to the CSUF annual fi- 
nancial report for the 2022-23 fiscal 
year, the Athletics annual operating 
budget totals over $9 million. How- 
ever, Donovan said the extra expense 
is unlikely to significantly affect the 
Athletics budget. 

“It depends on the total scale we 
end up doing. Right now, I anticipate 
that we can handle it,” Donovan said. 

Ultimately, one reason ASI and 
Athletics haven’t officially reached an 
agreement yet is because CSUF sports 
like softball and track and field have 
been preparing for playoffs. Donovan 
said he hopes to meet with Perry and 
Greg Paules, senior associate athletics 
director, and can soon decide the best 
plan forward. 

From there, he will meet with Ed- 
wards to finalize the agreement.

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Tuffy's Table: Smile with 
homemade cookies

With the rapid progression of tech- 
nology and micro trends, it seems 
increasingly difficult to find much in 
common with our parents, even more 
so with our grandparents. However, 
family recipes serve as an intergen- 
erational connection to enjoy various 
culinary and great memories with ev- 
eryone. 

My grandmother passed away in 
2015, and baking Happiness Cook- 
ies continues to be how I feel most 
connected to her; I even use the same 
flashcard she used with her elegant 
cursive script outlining the smile-in- 
ducing recipe. 

Family recipes strengthen our bond 
to our family’s past and offer our mod- 
ern palate a literal flavor of times that 
have long since gone by. 

Eldon McDonough, an avid baker 
and the father of my grandmother's 
best friend, created Happiness Cook- 
ies in his quaint Laguna Beach cottage 
in the 1930s. 

McDonough named his sweet treat 
“Happiness Cookies” to illustrate the 
sensation people experience while in- 
dulging in them. 

My grandmother, Carolyn Kolberg, 
was introduced to Happiness Cookies 
by Erin Flair, McDonough's daughter, 
in the early 1970s while attending Cal 
State Long Beach. Kolberg integrated 
the recipe into her own family, even- 
tually passing it down to my mother, 
who passed it down to me and my 
sister. 

Happiness cookie dough takes ap- 
proximately 30 minutes to throw to- 
gether and 12-14 minutes to bake until 
finished. The ingredients cost around 
$30, but can be reused several times 
and are standard pantry fixtures many 
college students may already have ac- 
cess to. 

These cookies are a favorite at fam- 
ily get-togethers and holiday parties, 
and are delicious treats to brighten up 
your day any time of the year. They 
also pair nicely with coffee or tea as a 
morning dessert. 


What You’ll Need: 
Stand mixer or hand mixer 
Whisk 


Parchment or wax paper 
Recommended: Microwave 


Ingredients: 
1 cup of white sugar 
1 cup of brown sugar 
1 cup of butter 
l egg 
1 cup of baking soda 
1 cup of vegetable or canola oil 
3 % cups of flour 
1 teaspoon of almond extract 
1 teaspoon of cream of tartar 
1 teaspoon of vanilla extract 
1 cup of coconut flakes 
1 cup of Rice Krispies 
1 cup of oats 


Recipe: 

1. Begin by preheating the oven to 
350 degrees. 

2. Soften one cup of butter by plac- 
ing it in the microwave for about 25- 
30 seconds, or leave the cup out until 
the butter is no longer hard. 

3. Pour one cup of white and one 
cup of brown sugar into the mixer, add 
the cup of softened butter and blend 
until you achieve a smooth consisten- 
cy. 

4. Add one cup of vegetable or 
canola oil, one egg and one teaspoon 
of almond and vanilla extract to the 
mixer and beat until the mixture be- 
comes light tan. 

5. Pour three and a half cups of 
flour, one teaspoon of baking soda 
and one teaspoon of cream of tartar 
into a separate bowl and mix every- 
thing together before adding the dry 
ingredients to the mixer. 

6. Mix dry and wet ingredients un- 
til a dough has formed in the mixer. 
Remove the bowl from the mixer and 
add one cup of coconut flakes, oats 
and Rice Krispies. Use clean hands or 
a wooden spoon to mix all ingredients 
gently. 

7. Scoop out one and a half table- 
spoons of your dough, roll them into 
a ball and place them onto parchment 
paper on a baking tray. Press down on 
the dough with clean hands or a fork 
to make it slightly flat. 

8. Place the tray into the oven and 
bake cookies for 12-14 minutes, or 
until their edges appear golden brown.

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Graduation tickets should accomodate large families

Graduation is a special time in ev- 
ery student’s academic journey, and 
sharing it with your family is a right 
every graduate should be afforded. 
However, the eight tickets rationed 
to Cal State Fullerton students is not 
enough for some students, forcing 
many graduates to pick and choose 
which family members are extended 
the luxury of attending their big day. 

At a school where nearly a third 
of its population are first generation 
college students, forcing students to 
exclude family members who contrib- 
uted to their academic journeys from 
their graduation is an issue of inequi- 
ty. 
To combat this issue, CSUF should 
allow students to request the num- 
ber of tickets they need, whether that 
number is more or less than eight. 
With this system, CSUF can do their 
best to provide graduates with the 
number of graduation tickets they re- 
quest, potentially combating the issue 
of tickets being sold, which is against 
their policy. 

The current graduation ticket limit 
may mainly negatively affect students 
of color, as the average household size 
for people of color is comparatively 
larger than white households. 

According to Pew Research Center, 
47% of white households consist of 
more than three people, in compari- 
son to 58% of Black households, 60% 
of households listed as “other ethnic- 
ity,” 68% of Asian households and 
72% of Hispanic households. 

Graduating students like Adrian 
Abundes, a 27-year-old graduating 
with a degree in advertising, said that 
if he could, he would request upwards 
of 12 tickets for his family. As a first 
generation Latino student, he said that 


his extended family played a major 
role in his academic and personal suc- 
cess. 

“Growing up, my family was very 
poor. So a lot of my uncles and aunts 
took care of me growing up. It would 
have been nice to have them all with 
me, seeing me finally walk across the 
stage,” Abundes said. 

The process in choosing who could 
attend his graduation was “incredibly 
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awkward,” as Abundes had to make 
the difficult decision of choosing 
which of his lifelong supporters could 
be in attendance. In looking for extra 
tickets, Abundes fears that the forced 
rationing of graduation tickets creates 
excessive competition for extra tick- 
ets, making the tickets more expen- 
sive than preferable. 

However, for other graduates such 
as Shayla Rothman, a 22-year-old 


graduating with a degree in public 
relations, eight graduation tickets was 
more than enough for her family of 
four. For her other tickets, she refused 
to sell them, citing ethical concerns. 
“When I thought about it, it felt 
kind of wrong to sell them when 
they’re giving us so many for free. 
And I know that graduation is a big 
part of people’s lives, so they would 
kind of pay, I’m assuming a lot, to 


have members of their family there,” 
Rothman said. “I wouldn’t do it per- 
sonally, and I think it’s kind of wrong 
to do it morally.” 

Rothman believes that a system in 
which students can request tickets is 
fair, citing that as a student who has 
a surplus of tickets, she feels as if it 
is “wasteful” to have more than she 
needs. 

A system that allows for more equi- 
ty within the graduation ticket process 
can be put in place with graduates 
filling out a form with the number of 
tickets they would like, and CSUF do- 
ing their best to get everyone as close 
to their requested ticket number as 
possible. 

Abundes’ and Rothman’s gradua- 
tion ticket situations are perfect ex- 
amples of a request-based system be- 
ing more equitable. If Rothman only 
requested her necessary four tickets, 
and Abundes requested his neces- 
sary 12 tickets, Rothman’s four extra 
tickets could theoretically go toward 
Abundes’ family. 

Commencement ticket request sys- 
tems like this are not unheard of. At 
Duke University, graduates are able to 
request how many tickets they need, 
with the school making the simple 
request that graduates “request only 
the actual number of tickets that 
they need.” Similarly, at San Diego 
State University, students are able to 
request additional tickets on top of 
the original amount slotted to them, 
which is slightly different but still al- 
lows more flexibility for students with 
larger families. 

While no system is perfect, a re- 
quest-based system is worth explor- 
ing for the sake of students. On one 
of the biggest days of their lives, 
students should not have to pick and 
choose which of their loved ones can 
see them cross the coveted graduation 
stage.

Avenging last year’s late-season 
collapse against Long Beach State, 
Cal State Fullerton softball won their 
weekend series and claimed the 2024 
Big West Championship title. 

The teams entered the series with 
similar stakes from last year, with 
the winner of the series taking sole 
possession of first place in the con- 
ference. CSUF held a one-game lead 
going into game one, yet due to the 
head-to-head tie breaker, they needed 
to win two games. 

After splitting the first two games of 
the series, 4-1 and 4-3, the Big West 
title came down to one final game at 
Anderson Family Field on Saturday. 
The winner would claim the champi- 
onship and a berth to the NCAA Re- 
gionals tournament. 

In the biggest game of the season, 
the Titans prevailed over their rival, 
scoring ten runs for the first time since 
Feb. 23 to take back the title. 

“This group of athletes just pre- 
served, we have been dinged up, we 
have been thrown some hurdles in 
front of us, and I love how they just 
busted right through them,” said head 
coach Kelly Ford. “I’m so proud of 
this group.” 

With momentum on their side from 
their nail-biter win in game two, the 
Sharks’ attacked Staci Chambers 
quickly in the first inning of the rub- 
ber match. Four singles in five at-bats 
led to two early runs for CSULB. 

The Titans then threw freshman 
Leanna Garcia on the mound. Garcia 
threw a career-high 6.1 innings and 


only allowed two runs on five hits. 
The young pitcher stepped up for her 
team, throwing a career-high eight 
strikeouts to lead the Titans to another 
conference title. 

Offensively, the scoring was distrib- 
uted throughout the first, third, fourth 
and fifth innings. Peyton Toto started 
the Titans off in the first with a two- 
RBI triple, which tied the game up. 

In the third inning, CSUF poured 
six runs on RBI knocks from Colby 
McClinton, Kika Ramirez, Jessi Al- 
cala and Candace Yingling ballooned 
the Titans to an 8-3 lead. 

The Titans ended the game with 10 
runs on 13 hits, ultimately cementing 
their title as the best team in the Big 
West. 

CSUF will partake in the NCAA 
tournament at the Boyd & Jill Smith 
Family Stadium, where No. 8 seeded 
Stanford will host one of 16 regional 
stages in the 64-team tournament. 

The Titans will face off against Mis- 
sissippi State to open the tournament 
on Friday. If they win that game, they 
would play the winner of Stanford and 
Saint Mary’s. 

The Bulldogs will present a tough 
task for the battle-tested Titans. The 
two teams fared against each other in 
the Mary Nutter Collegiate Classic on 
Feb. 24, with Mississippi State win- 
ning the contest, 4-2. 

Rainey started the game, allowing 
three earned runs and three walks 
through 3.1 innings. Garcia and 
Chambers relieved her, combining 
to allow one run over the rest of the 
game. 

First pitch is set for 4:30 p.m. Fri- 
day. 


Men's track earn silver at 
Big West Championships

Cal State Fullerton’s outdoor track 
and field team competed at the Big 
West Championships over the week- 
end, where they notched eight first- 
place finishes. 

CSUF’s men’s squad finished out 
the championships in second place 
with 168 points, while the women’s 
team wrapped the meet up in sixth 
place with 85.5 points. The Fullerton 
men’s second-place finish continues a 
trend that goes back to 2017, of plac- 
ing in the top two, with five being 
first-place titles. 

Cal Poly San Luis Obispo’s men’s 
and women’s track and field teams 
swept the competition, with the mens 
team taking first with 185 points and 
the women’s team also topping the 
competition with 130.75 points. 

Cal Poly SLO is the first Big West 
team to win both competitions since 
Cal State Northridge accomplished 
this feat in 2010. 

The Titans’ men’s athletes swept 
the post-competition awards with 
sophomore Abel Jordan being named 
men’s track athlete of the meet and se- 
nior Andrew Aguilar receiving men’s 
field athlete of the meet honor. 

The Titan women came out of the 
gates Saturday afternoon ready to 
contend. During the women’s 4x100 
meter relay race, Rayann Booker, 
Trinity Barnett, Tayla Brunger and 
Brooklyn Davis notched a silver med- 
al, clocking in at 45.63 seconds. 

In the following event, Titans’ 
Maleik Pabon, Abel Jordan, Dom- 
inic Gates and Ian Dossman domi- 
nated their competition in the men’s 
4x100m relay race, logging a time of 
39.65 seconds to take home the gold 
medal. 

Sophomore Barnett defended her 
100m dash title, recording a time of 
11.519 seconds, edging out the Titans’ 
closest victory of the meet against Cal 


State Northridge’s Kaliyah Poston, 
who came in second place at 11.520. 

Keeping the good form he's held all 
season, Jordan outpaced the competi- 
tion during the men’s 100m, securing 
the gold with a time of 10.19 seconds, 
breaking his previous program record 
of 10.30s. 

Following this historic perfor- 
mance, Titans’ sophomore Alyssa 
Heinlein took first place in the wom- 
en’s 400m hurdles clocking in at 
59.73 seconds. 

The Titan men came out on top 
once more to close out Saturday, win- 
ning gold with a time of 3 hours, 8 
minutes, 87 seconds during the men’s 
4x400m run, narrowly beating CSUN 
by 0.06 seconds with a team com- 
posed of Christopher Goode, Isaiah 
Emerson, Donovan Garcia and Pabon. 

Most athletes participated in qual- 
ifying events on Friday, looking to 
compete on Saturday, but the Titans 
still placed in a handful of events on 
the opening day of the championships. 

The lone athlete representing CSUF 
in the men’s 3,000 meter steeplechase, 
junior Talman Young, won the gold 
with a time of 8 hours, 52 minutes, 
23 seconds, edging out a slim victory 
over the UC Riverside’s Ashraf Ab- 
delmagid who clocked in at 8:52:44. 

CSUF senior Shallamar Poole 
cleared 2.06 meters during the ath- 
lete’s second attempt, putting him 
over Long Beach’s Kyle Jankans, who 
also recorded a mark of 2.06 on his 
third attempt. Titans’ Jeff Morris cat- 
apulted himself 2.01 meters, landing a 
third-place finish in the event. 

Junior Camren Willis logged a 
mark of 7.57 meters during the men’s 
long jump, earning a first-place finish, 
besting CSULB’s Elijah Harris by a 
tight 0.05 meters. 

The Titans are set to send athletes to 
compete in the NCAA West Prelimi- 
naries in Fayetteville, Arkansas, from 
May 22-25.
